Nine-Year-Old Boy 
Contesses He Shot 
Stepmother to Death 


Jackson, Mies, June 28.— Ellis 
Quinn, 9, testified to a coroner’s jury 
today that he shot and killed his step- 
mother, Mrs. Peter Quinn, at McCool, 
Miss., who, he said, threatened to cut 
his throat.

Creation of a.board of control of 
five members with authority over the 
trustees of the University of Georgia 
and its branches, was recommended in 
@ report agreed.on Wednesday after - 
noon by a joint committee of the sen- 
ate and house appointed last year. The 
committee also recommended that one- 
tenth of all the states income be set 
apart annually and appropriated for 
the support and maintenance of the 
University of Georgia and its branch“ 
institutions. 

It“ was recommended that the num- 
ber of trustees for the university 
proper and each of its branches be 
fixed.in the discretsion of the board 
of control at not less than five nor 
more than nine. 

This would bring a big reduction of 
the present number. of trustees. There 
are now 263 trustees of the university 
and ite branches. 

Report Is Adopted. 

The report was adopted unanimous- 
ly by five members of the committee. 
Two members were absent. , 

It will probably be submitted in 
both houses Thursday. Bills incorpo- 
rating the report’s recommendations’ 
will be prepared immediately and in- 
troduced simultaneously in the lower 
house and the senate. .. 

If the measure passes, the appro- 
priation to the state’s educational in- 
stitutions will be fixed, although they 
will reeeive but little more money than 
was given them last year. 

Appointment of the board of con- 
trol would be vested m the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the 
senate, terms of. the members to be for 
six years, but not to expire at the 
same time, and they would receive the 
same compensation as members of the 
general assembly and actual expenses.

At least that is what Mrs. Chris- 
tine Frederick believes, Mrs. Fred- 
erick, writing in Good Housekeeping, 
says that radio’s great service lies n 
the elimination of the loneliness and 
isolation which have long been 
dreadful features of lite for many 
women left alone in their homes for 
hours on end. 

Particularly is this true of women 
in rural districts and on farms. Their 

has long been recognized by 
specialists and even government 
agencies as involving features which 
require special consideration. Phy- 
sicians and psychiatrists have fre- 
quently had to deal with cases of men- 
tal diseases and insanity which could 
be traced directly to the isolation and 
monotony of the life which farm wom- 
en were forced to face. 

Mrs. Frederick believes that women 
are a special group in society, with 
special needs and interests, and as 
such are entitled to a special share 
of the radio entertainment whica is 
sent from the different broadcasting 
stations. Why not, for instance, have 
daily setting up exereises, which not 
only the women folk, but the entire 
family could partake in as a unit? 

Why not instruction in first aid, 
health. and beauty talks; talks on 
housekeeping and drama; book re- 
views and talks on topics of “cul- 
tural’ interest which would serve to 
stimulate and amuse women in their 
hours of leisure? Other features 
which Mrs. Frederick mentions and 
which are already included on the pro- 
grams of a number of the stations 
are: Children's stories and stories of 
woodcraft and animals, market. re 
ports, musical programs, fashion and 
dress discussions, néws of sports, curs 
rent events, — i affairs, politics and 
church services. 

Mrs. Frederick believes that the 
radiophone will have to go through a 
period of development similar to that 
through ‘which the telephone passed 
in its early stages. The telephone 
was at first used exclusively for husi- 
ness purposes. Later its uses were 
gradually extended and now it. has 
become a social necessity. The radio- 
phone will in time undoubtedly be 
recognized as an important means of 
making accessible to the housewife.
